Since that tune Lopp has Been the 
gold rushes go past him (he himself 
got the gold fever only once), he has 
traveled up aud 
down 
and 
criss­ 
cross Alaska on toot, mushing with 
dogs, or driving reindeer, 
from Pf. 
Barrow, 
northernmost 
pinnacle 
of 
tile continent, down to the Alaskan 
peninsula in the warm Japan stream, 
and eastward to the Canadian boun­ 
dary. 
Before white men 
came 
he has! 
known what, it. is to he driving ex­ 
hausted dogs in the bitter cold of In­ 
terior Alaska with the food 
dwind­ 
ling; he lias been In an Esquimaux 
hunting boat scuttled by the tuskB of 
an infuriated walrus; 
he ha# fear­ 
lessly carried law into rough, lawless 
winter whaling station# In the Arc­ 
tic ocean; he ha# faced death in a 
score of forms. 
Hut of all these he 
will say nothing. 
He prefer# to talk 
about 
the 
government's 
Alaskan 
reindeer herd, of which be was the 


creator, and is the present adminis­ 
trative head. 
“We got the idea of importing rein­ 
deer from Siberia that first year we 
were at Cape Prince of Wales.” he 
said. 
"The country then had a bad 
reputation. 
But after we had learn­ 
ed a little more of 
the 
Esquimaux 
language we discovered that most of 
the trouble between Esquimaux and 
the whites resulted 
from 
ill treat­ 
ment of the natives 
We found them 
kindly, good natured 
people, 
with 
more native intelligence 
than 
In­ 
dian# have, and eager to learn the 
white 
man’s 
ways. 
Their 
chief 
faults were drunkenness and a ten­ 
dency to steal whatever they could. 
‘‘We had some trouble with them 
at fir#t, but we insisted 
on having 
our way. 
When they saw we were 
absolutely just and fair with them, 
their attitude changed. 
We 
taught 
them that 
stealing 
and 
drinking 
were wrong, and they listened to u#. 
Today it would be hard 
to 
find a 
more honest people than the Esqui­ 
maux living from Cape 
Prince 
of 
Whales northward, and 
drunkenness 
is almost unknown. 
Also they are 
the most advanced of the Esquimaux 
in carrying 
out 
our 
teachings 
of 
cleanliness and hygiene. 
‘‘That first winter we learned that 
the Esquimaux wanted to own rein­ 
deer, hut that 
the revenue officers 
would not permit 
the importation. 
Some of the natives even owned rein­ 
deer in the Siberian herds across the 
strait#. 
And it seemed 
a 
shame 
that they were forbidden 
to bring 
their 
own 
property 
across 
from 
Asia, so 
near 
that 
the 
Siberian 
heights could he seen over the wa­ 
ter on clear days. 
“We appealed to 
Washington for 
permission to import reindeer. 
But 
other government agents had preced­ 
ed u* la thin request. Befire Fe 


had a reply from our 
letter 
that 
summer a revenue 
cutter 
put into 
port with a shipment of reindeer on 
board. 
We were overjoyed to know 
that the prohibition of the law had 
been removed, aud set 
about 
get­ 
ting more. 
“In 1892 came the first large im­ 
portation. 
We brought in 1200 that 
year, and from these grew the pres­ 
ent herd, scattered throughout Alas­ 
ka and numbering over 35,000. 
“The reindeer policy was gradual 
ly evolved 
We impress 
upon the 
Lapps and Esquimaux that the rein­ 
deer are exclusively their 
property 
and care. 
For instance, they are not 
allowed to sell female 
reindeer to 
white men, so that the 
brood ani 
mala are to be perpetually 
in the 
custody and ownership 
of 
the na 
tives. 
“We usually establish 
a reindeer 
herd wherever we 
have 
a 
native 
school. 
The school 
superintendent 
haB 
supervision 
over 
the 
herd, 
though the animals 
are 
owned by 
the natives. 
When a new herd Is to 
be started, young, ambitious natives 
are selected as apprentice 
herders 
for a four year term. 
For his first 
year’s services, in 
addition 
to hiB 
living, the apprentice 
receives 
six 
} reindeer; the second year eight, and 
the third year ten 
So 
(hat 
what 
you may term a journeyman herder 
owns 34 reindeer. 
They 
are 
then 
free to breed their animals and sell 
their calves or stock of any age or 
sex to the other natives. 
‘‘Reindeers are food, clothing and 
transportation to 
the 
natives. 
As 
food, reindeer is 
delicious, 
resem­ 
bling both mutton and beef, but more 
palatable than either. 
Along in Oc­ 
tober, when the deer are fat from a 
summer’s feeding on 
grasses 
and 
foliage, they are best for eating. The 
ttfttivfg tab* rtUideer tallow aud nix 


red moss berries into 
it, making a 
dish that looks like ice cream and 
which is fine to eat. 
“The reindeer finds his food along 
the ways. 
He can paw through the 
snow when tethered 
out 
and find 
moss to eat. 
He is strong, so the 
driver can ride. 
And tile reindeer 
can travel 40 miles a day and keep 
it up for a week at a time."
